The Labour MP, Mr George 
Foulkes, said or his return 
that the views of the group 
changed ‘“subsrantiallv” when 
they became aware of the ex- 
tent ûf United States. inyolve- 
ment in. the Central ‘American 
conflicts. In an interview 
with The Times, Mr Foulkes 
emphasized that he was’ not 
preiudging the commirtee’s 
report, but’ he thought that 
there would be a stronx feek. 
ing to advise the British 
Government t0 disengage 
itself from United States pol- 
icy in the area. 


“This is because of rhe 
clumsiness and insensitivity 
«f the American _interven- 


“It is causing 
a backlash which has the op- 
posite effect from that 
intended. The intervention is 
making things easier for the 
revolutionary movements and 
the Communists waiting in 
the background. This is not to 
say that we are any Tore 
sympathetic to the Cuban 
regime.”
